KEXTUCKT'S DESPERADOES. 


<2nfte a Startling Batch of News From 
the State Capital. 


INDIAKAFOUS, June 23—Messrs. Don- 
can, Smith à Wilson, who enter^ an 
appearance for the election conspirators 
at the time of the arraignment yester- 
day, to-day withdrew the same, and they 
will not appear for the defense, as had 
been anticipated. The cause is simply 
one ef fees, the defendants being unwill- 
ing to pay what the firm thought their 
services would be worth, and the with- 
drawal is purely a business one, 
and with 
no ill-feeling on either side. The de- 
fendants are of the opinion that they can 
be more cheaply served. It is now the 
understanding Uiat O. F. McNutt, of 
Terre Haute, formerly deputy district 
piiCTOontor, will be engaged tor the de- 
fense, if he can be retained, and also ex- 
Senator McDonald, if the latter returns 
home in time. Congressman Bynum 
will appear for Mr. Beck, and Henry S. 
Bpaan will represent himself. The mo- 
tion to quash will be argued without fail 
on Tuesday next and from Mr. Spaan it 
is learned that Judge Woods has invited 
Justice Harlan, of the supreme bench, 
to sit with him, and the latter has con- 
sented to be here on that day. The de- 
fendants have settled to the belief that if 
the motion to quash is not sustained, the 
oases will be set down for trial at an 
early date.

A Texas Saloon Keeper Shoots flls 
Best Friend and Becomes a 
Raving Maniac. 


Further Particulars of the Battle in 
Bowan County, Kentucky. 


LBXIKOTON, Ky., June 23.—Sheriff 
Hogg has been for about a week organ- 
izing a large posse for the purpose of ar- 
resting Craig Tolliver, or all the party 
who were implicated in the murder of 
the Logan boys. Sheriff Hogg equipped 
his party with Winchester rifles. It 
was determined to attempt the arrest of 
the assassins on June 22, in the day 
time. Accordingly at an early honr this 
morninfi: people living along the line of 
the railroad within two or three miles of 
Morehead, on each side of the road, 
were notified to stop all trains and in- 
form the conductors what was going on 
in Morehead, so that passengers and 
train men would not be placed in danger. 


Sheriff Hogg's band, numbering more 
then 200, established a guard around the 
entire town in the brush, where they 
could not be seen. The sheriff entered 
the town at the head of 100 men. Tolli- 
ver's followers retreated to the Cottage 
hotel which they had previously barri- 
caded. 


Sheriff Hogg notified Tolliver that he 
had warrants for the arrest of all the 
men implicated in the killing of the 
Logan boys, and asked that t h ^ all sub- 
mit to arrest. 
Tolliver replied that 
neither he nor his men would be arrested. 
His party then opened fire upon the 
sheriff's posse. The firing was kept up 
two honra, the only oasnally bang a 
flesh wonnd received by one of the 
sheriff's posse. 


The attacking party drew their lines 
closer around Tolliver's fortifications. 
The besieged party concluded to cut 
their way through the sheriff's lines, 
and as they made a rush Craig Tolliver, 
Bud Tolliver, Jay Tolliver and Hiram 
Cooper were killed. 
The other men of 
the gang got through safely, but as they 
approached the brush they were met by 
a volley from the outside cordon. This 
voJley wounded Cate Tolliver, a twelve- 
year-old boy and three others, all of 
whom were captured except Gate TolU- 
ver. The other three also escaped, bdt 
one of them was captured afterwards. 
This brought the battle to an end. 


Beports from Bowan county confirm 
the killing of three of the Tollivers and 
Harvey Cooper. Sheriff Hog pc^essed 
warrants for the former and his |^se 
was supplied with arms and ammunition 
by Governor Knott and force was only 
resorted to after the desperadoes had re- 
fused to surrender. Bud and Jay Tolliver 
are not brothers of Craig Tolliver. 
Andy Tolliver. another of Craig's cous- 
ins, escaped. He was slightiy wounded.

A Proposed Railroad In Kentucky. 
Nxw TOBK, June 28.—An organiza- 
tion has been made, under a charter, 
granted by the Kentucky l^;islature 
three years ago, incorporating the Louis- 
ville, Oinciimati and Virginia railroad 
company. 
The line of the proposed 
road staHs from Winchester, Ky., where 
it connects with the Kentucky Central 
and Elizabethtown, and the Lexington 
and Big Sandy roads and proceeds to the 
three jforks of the Kentucky river and 
thence passes through the coal fields of 
south eastern Kentucky to a point on 
the Virginia line, where it coonects with 
the Norfork and Western railroad. Sev- 
eral counties through which the line 
passes will be asked to vote aid. The 
engineers will begin the location of the 
line within a few days. 


A Canadian Defaulter Arrested.

WHIKXSBABBB, Pa., June 23.—Great 
excitement prevailed at Nanticoke this 
morning, when the news of an accident 
at No. 4 slope of the Susquehanna Coal 
company, reached the people living in 
the houses adjacent. 
NotÛng definite 
can be learned, though it is known that 
three of the miners were killed and sev- 
eral wrre wounded. 


Later—^The accident was caused by an 
explosion of gas. Seven men, three of 
them dead, were bronsht out by their 
comrades. One h<t8 Aice died and 
the others are unconscious and liable to 
die at any moment. 


A National Laboratory for the Detec- 
tion of Oleomargarine. 


WASHINOTON, June 23.—The internal 
revenue bureau propose to establish a 
aboratory for the detection of oleomar- 
garine in Chici^o, to be followed by 
others at Cincinnati and St. Louis, 
where shall be made tests for the whole 
western and northwestern portions of 
the country. 
There is a large increase 
of business and it will be found neces- 
sary to establish bureaus in different' 
parts of this country to do this work. 
Dr. Louis Starkel, the chemist of the 
bureau, will have charge of the work. 


To Systematize the Work. 
WAsmNQTON, June 23.—The civil ser- 
vice commission has invited the secre- 
taries of the local civil service boards in 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, St. Louis, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Brooklyn, Buffalo and Louis- 
ville to meet in thu city Friday, Jnne 
24, for the purpose of conferring with 
the commission with a view to so syste- 
matizing the work of examinations as 
to make them practic^ly the same in all 
of the larger cities of the country.

ST. LOUIS, June 2 3 . — A s George Chas- 
tin, a prominent citizen, and his wife, 
accompanied by another gentleman and 
his wife, were taking a walk last evening 
in Wiohita, Kansas, Mrs. Chastin was 
grossly insulted by a tramp. Chastin 
resented the outrage and was about to 
chastise the offender, when the tramp 
plunged a large dirk knife into his breast 
near the heart, 
inflicting a mortal 
wound. The tramp escaped.

An 
unknown tramp who was stealing a ride 
was impaled on the bumper of the mail 
car and instantly killed.

A broken rail caused the 
accident.

THE F I D M Y BAM. 


Bank Examiner Poirell Making a Thor- 
ough Inrestlgation—Fraud Dis- 
covered and a Number of 
Arrests Follow. 


CINCINNATI. Ohio, June 23.—Bank 
Examiner Eugene Powell has been ex- 
ceedingly busy all day in an attempt to 
get a knowledge of the real condition of 
the Fidelity bank. The receiver has 
not yet undertaken the responsibility of 
his office. 


Mr. Powell to-day made discoveries 
which justified him, under the advice of 
District Attorney Bumet and his assist- 
ant, Bruce, to cause the arrest, a second 
time, of Mr. Harper, Baldwin and Hop- 
kins. 
This is a new feature of the case. 


as it consists of the charge of conspiracy 
to defraud by issuing, on June 13, three 
drafts of $100,000 each, in favor of Wil- 
shire, Eckert & Co., upon the Chemical 
National bank of New York, signed by 
\ E. Hopkins, assistant cashier. This 
charge is a conspiring to commit an of- 
tense against the laws of the United 
States, by tmlawfully and wilfully mis- 
applying the funds and credits of a 
banking institution, in pursuance of 
which purpose they issued these drafto. 


Another affidavit charges the same 
persons with conspiracy to commit an 
offense against the United States laws 
by issuing, on May 13, last, and causing 
to be transmitted to the comptroller of 
the currency a false and fraudulent re- 
port of said Fidelity National bank at 
the close of business. May 13, 1887, in 
this: That said bank did not have in its 
possession, as stated, in said report $630,- 
000 in legal tender notes and $226,310 in 
silver certificates; they knowing that 
these amounts were not there and mak- 
ing a statement in the porsuit of a con- 
spiracy to deceive certain officers of said 
natioL.al bank and the agent appointed 
to examine affairs of said bank. 


Arrest was made upon these affidavits, 
when sworn to by Mr. Powell. 


Late this afternoon the prisoners were 
taken together before United States 
Commissioner Hoover where they waived 
examination and were bound over to ap- 
>ear at the October term of court. Mr. 
larper gave bond in the sum of $15,000 
and the other two ^,000 each. 


The street 
excitement 
about the 
Fidelity bank, which has never been 
:reat, is entirely sabsided this morning. 
Sxaminer General Powell is still in 
charge. 
Mr. DeCamp, who has been 
nam^ as receiver, will probably decline, 
as an acceptance will compel him to give 
up his present connection with the Met- 
ropolitan National bank. 
The interest 
is turning to the question of what assets 
can be made available for the debts of 
the bank. If the president and directors 
can be assessed to the extent of their 
resources it will produce about $1,800,- 
000 at a rough estimate. 
There have 
been no fnrther arrests this morning 
and no new developments. It will neces- 
sarily require much time and labor to 
make a thorough examination. 


Later. 
Mr. Trenholm the comptroler 
of currency has arrived and has teken 
charge of the Fidelity bank and more ar- 
rests are probable to-day. 


Later.—The board of directors of the 
chamber of commerce at a meeting held 
to-day, appointed a committee com- 
posed of Levi C. Qoodale, Balph Peters 
and Wm. Li. Hunt, to investigate the 
rumors of the unmercantile conduct on 
the part of £ L . Harper, Ammi Bald- 
win, Benj. E. Hopkins and others con- 
nected with the Fidelity National bank, 
and to prefer charges against them in 
case the proof warrants such proceeding. 
The chairman of the committee, Mr. 
Goodale, asks for any information perti- 
nent to the matter from every source.

Spy Bun creek are anything but 
sparkling. 
New water pipes are being 
laid on Columbia street and this neces- 
sitates the pumping of the supply 
through the reservoir. The filth in that 
hole is carried through the mains until it 
has permiated the whole system and the 
water leaves the pipes almost as black as 
soot. 


Paul Bauman, who operates the dye 
house on Columbia street, attempted to 
use the water in his business and ruined 
all the clothes he had in the coloring ap- 
paratus.
